BONDS FOR BUILDINGS. 


Present Crumbling Structures 
and the Insane Patients 
to Be Turned Over 
to the State. 


Steps toward the abandonment of Dunning 
and the establishment of a new and thor- 
oughty up to date infirmary were taken yes- 


¢erday afternoon by the county board. 


The commissioners authorised the purchase 
for this purpdse of the 289 acre farm of C. L. 
Buss, located on the Rock Island railway, 
three miles beyond Blue Island. They also 
proposed a bond issue for the construction 
of the new bulidings, which, it is estimated, 
will coat $1,000,000. The purchase price of 
the land is $38,000. 

The plans for the new institution will be 
drawn up this winter with a view to begin- 
ning building operations in the spring. As 
soon as the work is completed all the county 
dependents except the insane patients will 
be transferred from Dunning and the old 
institution, together with the insane, turned 
over to the care of the state under the au- 
thority of the recent enactment. 


Present Building Crumbling. 

A report received by the board from En- 
gineers John M. wen, E. C. Shankland, and 
L. E. Ritter pronounced the present infirm- 
ary faulty in construction and worn out—the 
walls crumbling, arches cracked, plaster and 
cornices falling, windows loose, floors *‘ worn 
clear through the boards, and the sanitary 
and heating appartus in * deplorable condi- 
tion.“ 

The general arrangement of the rooms 
and hallways,” say the engineers, “is of an 
antiquated plan, and in case of fire the loss 
of life, in our judgment, would be great.“ 

The engineers reported the buildings, 
though dilapidated, to be “ clean and neat.” 

The decision to purchase the farm of Mr. 
Buss, who ie a Blue Island meat dealer, was 
made on the recommendation of the citizens’ 
committee, consisting of A. C. Bartlett, Will- 
jam E. Clow, Charles D. Norton, John M. 
Ewen, and Ernest P. Bicknell. In a written 
report these citizens stated that they hed 
investigated all the sites offered for the new 
poor farm and that the Bugs property was 
found the best suited to the purpose by rea- 


‘pon of its natural advantages, proximity to 
the city, and transportation facilities. It is 


nineteen miles from the county building. 


Tract. % Mile in Length. 


Mr. Buss offered 120 acres at $140 an acre 


land railway, where a station will be erected 
and a side track established. The land is 
rolling in character, the soil excellent, and 
all is under cultivation with the exception 
of forty-five acres of thickly grown oak 
timber. The report continues: 

Tour committee finds that the buildings 
at Dunning now being used as an infirmary, 
owing to the natural wear and tear occa- 
sioned by long peage, are in such condition 
that a prudent and economical business pol- 
icy will not warrant any expenditures upon 
them except for absolutely necessary tem- 
porary repairs, such as fire escapes, etc. 

“We are further of the opinion that the 
county should at, the earliest possible mo- 
ment purchase the Buses farm and erect 
thereon modern buildings, and install there- 
in a model and modern infirmary for the care 
of its wards. The necessity for prompt ac- 
tion along this line is emphasized by the 
fact that the legislature of thig state at its 
last session made provision for the state care 
of all insane, and the insane asylum at Dun- 
ning may be transferred to the state when 
the infirmary is removed from its present 
location. 


Quick Transfer to State Urged. 

“Your committee not only deems it ad- 
visable but a wise and prudent business prop- 
osition, that the transfer of the insane asy- 
lum at Dunning to the state should be made 
with the least possible delay. 

** Your committee further recommends that 

the funds necessary for the erection of the 
buildings on the proposed site and the equip- 
ment thereof be raised by a bond issue, and 
that the board of commissioners of Cook 
county submit to the voters of the county 
at the election in April the proposition to is- 
sue bonds of the county sufficient for that 
purpose. 
President Busse of the board of commis- 
sioners immedately reappointed the commit- 
tee of citizens to serve in an advisory ca- 
pacity in the carrying out of the plans for 
the new institution. The committee will 
invite a number of experts on charitable in- 
stitutions in other cities to visit Chicago 
and assist in mapping out the general scheme 
of the undertaking and making estimateg of 
the cost. 


: Cottage ‘Plan of Housing. 

It already has been decided definitely that 
the cottage plan of housing will be followed 
and a rough estimate places the total cost of 
buildings at $1,000,000. The proposition of 
issuing bonds in this amount will be submit- 
ted to the voters of the county at the spring 
election if pdéssible, There has been some 
question of the | ty of submitting a bond 
issue proposition at a spring rather than a 
fall election and County Attorney Struck- 
mann will advise the board in the matter. 
The county building bond issue was sub- 
mitted and adopted at a spring election. 

Plans for an elaborate scheme of landscape 
gardening are also under way and work on 
this feature will begin concurrently with the 
building operations. 

„Cook county will take a long step in ad- 
vance in the care of its dependents when this 
farm is established, sald President Busse. 


“There will be modern buildings in place 


of the antiquated structures at Dunning. 
There will be outdoor employment for all the 
able bodied inmates, while the general sur- 
roundings, far from the smoke and contami- 
nating influences of a great city, will make 
the site ideal.” 


Will Try to Enforce Rice Contract. 

Because of an error made by one of the em- 
ployés of the W. M. Hoyt company in making 
out specifications for a bid, the company re- 
fuses to fulfill its agreement with the county 
to supply 50,000 pounds of rice. The price 
named was 4% cents a pound, while the cost 
to the company is a fraction leas than 6 
cents a pound. 

The company will lowe $800 if the contract ia

It may 
take years to reach the supreme tribunal in 
this way.

The flagships of each of the three divisions 
subordinate to the first did not hoist their 
pennante until the last anchor chains of the 
immediate command were sto The beat 
of giant copper bladed twin propellers 
churned the roadstead waters to milky white 
as they maneuvered for the start. 

Fleet Salutes President. 

It was not until the Mayflower had nearly 
reached the Old Point pier that the president 
has his first view of the splendid fleet. 

The Connecticut, fiying the flag of Rear 
Admiral Evans, commander in chief of the 
expedition, was the first to speak the presi- 
dent. 


“Following the tions of the flagship.“ 
as it is expressed in the navy, the other ships 
took up the firirig, and in less than two min- 
utes’ time 836 guns had boomed. 

Without farmal recognition of the honors 
bestowed the Mayflower entered the war- 
ship lane, and, proceeding slowly to a point 
about midway of the assembled fleet, let go 
its anchors and swung around partly to face 


the flow of the ebbing tide. 


No sooner had it done so than the torpedo 
launch of the Connecticut, with Admiral 
Evans and his staff on , was darting

There the ceremonies were 
few, and within helf an hour after Admiral 
Bvans had first’ stepped upon the quarter 
deck of the yacht all the officers were once

At Last Order Comiés. 
Suddenly the signal yards of the Connecti- 
cut flashed the message: 

Get under way immedigtely, following the 
motions of the flagship."’ 

Orders volleyed from each vessel's bridge. 
From the ships came the whir and hiss of 
steam driven windlasses and the grinding 
clank of lifting anchor chains whose massive 
links were bent of six inch steel. Sixty fath- 
oms of chain had been laid out on each ship. 
This is ten times the depth of the roadstead 
channel, but necessary to keep the vessels 
free from fouling in bg currents of 
the tide- 

With the commands to “ nd er up.“ 
the work ot raising anchore had begun al- 
most simultaneously on each of the sixteen 
ships. Big streams of water were placed 
upon the climbing chain links, stripping them 
of all sand and harbor mud as they rose from 
the surface. 

The Connecticut, head of the column, and 
the other ships of the first division, the Kan- 
sas, the Vermont, and the Louisiana, were 
the first to get their anchors folded on their 
bows. 

Then came for each navigator and captain 
a bit of difficult maneuvering at close quar- 
ters. The sweep of the ebbing tide had 
turned every ship’s stem to the west, and it 
Was necessary to swing each vessel around 
to take position for the eastward start to the 
capes. 


“Full Speed Ahead.“ 

One by one the other armorclads hoisted 
their position pennants to the foretruck, sig- 
nifying that they were ready to get under 
way. 

When at last all sixteen ships wers in po- 
sition, in single column, natural order and 
distance,“ 400 yards apart, the engine room 
indicators, far down in the depths of the steel 
protected decks, s ed fall speed ahead.“ 
For the purpose of this cruise full speed 
means an easy pace of ten knots an hour, and 
it was on this basis that the ships e fare- 
well to the great crowds gathered on the Old 
Point shore and moved away from their fa- 
millar anchorage ground. 

As the big vessels gained headway they one 
after another picked up their bones from 
the furrowed wake of the flagship.

Just beyond the Mayflower the saluting 
tannon were brought into play, and with 
twenty-one guns the flagship voiced its 
farewell message, the white globules of 
powder rising like filmy balloons from either 
bow to become lost in the deep hued coal 
vapor whirling from the glowing fires be- 
neath hissing boilers. 

“Nation’s Boat“ Leads Way. 

It was peculiarly fitting that the Connecti- 
cut should lead the greatest fleet ever sent 
from American shores. It is the product, 
from stem to stern, from keelplate to fight- 
ing top, of the American naval establish- 
ment. 

Designed at the navy department in Wash- 
ington, and built at the Brooklyn navyyard, 
the Connecticut represents the highest type 
of fighting machine the navy has ever known. 

Its size. measured by the water the gteat 
Bull displaces and not by carrying capacity. 
is registered at 16,000tons. The energy ofits 
twin reciprocating engines is rated at 16,500 
horse power, and its estimated speed of 18 
knots an hour was easily exceeded on its 
trial trip. 

In armor the Connecticut is belted with 
eleven inches of well nigh invulnerable steel 
amidships to protect its vitals. This belt 
tapers away gradually to four inches at stem 
and stern. Its casemates are protected by 
seven inches of hardened steel, its main tur- 
rets, elliptical in form, are constructed of 
twelve inch steel, its secondary turrets pro- 
tected by eight inches of metal, and its pro- 
teative deck, bending over engines and am- 
munition rooms, has a three inch thickness. 


Guns Boom Farewell. 

Following in the wake of the Connecticut 
and saluting in their turn, with bands play- 
ing, drums ruffling, and guns booming, the 
Kansas, the Vermont, and the Louisiana 
steamed by the Mayflower. 

Four hundred yards astern of the Louis- 
fana came the Georgia, flying the flag of 
Rear Admiral William H. Emory and lead- 
ing the four ships of the second division, 
first squadron. After the Georgia came the 
New Jersey, the Rhode Island, and the Vir- 
ginia. Again in this division all four ships 
are of one design and are next latest to the. 
Connecticut type. 

The passing of the Virginia completed the 
first squadron under command of Admiral 
Evans Next came the eight ships of the 
second squadron, divided into the third and 
fourth divisions of the fleet of four ships’ 
each. The second squadron presented the 
first break in the homogeneous composition 
of the various units of the fleet. 


Second Squadron Passes. 


The big Minnesota, with Rear Admiral C. 
M. Thomas on the bridge, led.the squadron. 
The Minnesota belongs to the Connecticut 
class, making the fifth and last ship of that 
pattern. Following it came the Ohio, the 
Missouri, and the Maine, the latter three 
being all of one type and representing the 
third retrospective stage of den naval 
architecture. 

The fourth class of W ttieshis looking 
backward in American naval history, was 
found today in the Alabama and the Illinois, 
the two leading ships in the fourth division, 
second squadron. Rear Admiral Sperry’s 
flag flew at, the main truck of the Alabama 
and he stood in his assigned place on the 
after bridge. 

The fifth and last class of ships represented 
in the parade of the Pacific bound fleet were 
the Kearsarge and the Kentucky, the latter 
bringing up the rear of the line. The two 
ships were launched in 1898, about the time 
of the Spanish-American war. 

When the echoes of the saluting cannon 
of the Kentucky had died away across the 
waters the Connecticut, at the head of the 
eolumn four miles away had almost reached 
the capes and the history making journey 
had begun in earnest. 


First Stop at Trinidad. 

Fleet coliiers and provision ships have pre- 
ceded the battleships to Trinidad, where the 
first stop fer coaligg and the replenishing of 
larder sup de made. The stay at 
Trinidad, w the ships will arrive on 
Christmas eve, ia limited to five days. 

The second stage of the journey will take 
the battleclad squadrons to Rio Janeiro, 
where they will make a ten days’ stop—from 
Jan. 11 to 21. 

The third leg leads to the end of South 
America, Punta Arenas, in the straits of Ma- 
gellan, this port being reached on Jan. 81. 
The Sth of February will see the fleet again 
under way, picking its course cautiously 
through the western end of the straits and 
then heading north once more, for Callao. 

The Callao stop is scheduled from Feb. 
18 to 28, the fleet sailing on the latter date 
for America’s rented naval station at Mag- 
dalena bay, Southern California. The fleet 
should sight the sand dunes and Indian huts { 
of Magdalena not later than March 14.

London Times Praises 
velt for Move and Sees 
Japanese Interests. 


LONDON, Dec. 17, 8 a. m.—The Times this 
morning, in an editorial highly eulogizing 
President Roosevelt, regards the dispatch of 
the American fleet to the Pacific as a dem- 
onstration of the views enunciated in his 
presidential message.

The Times proceeds to confess that the mis- 
givings which it formerly expressed on the 
inopportuneness of the cruise have been dis- 
pelled by Secretary Taft's visit to the far 
east, and the admirable temper and restraint 
— by the Japanese government and peo- 
ple. 


Paris Writer Talks of Trouble. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB. } 

PARIS, Dec. 16.—All the Paris newspa- 
pers are devoting much attention to the de- 
parture of the American fleet for the Pacific. 
They usually refer to the fleet as the ar- 
mada.”

The Journal speaks of the immense under- 
taking as being gredter than any fleet in 
history has been called upon to attempt, with 
the exception of the dangerous cruise of tho 
Russian Baltic fleet through Chinese waters 
and the hell of Tsushima.

Taft when he embarked for America from 
Yokohama on the steamer Minnesota efter 
signing the Portsmouth treaty, and that 
Mr. Taft recognized then the possibility of 
future difficulties. 

He says Mr. Taft, resting his hand on his 
companion’s shoulder and looking at the 
Japanese crowding the quays, remarked: 

“Those are jolly boys. They may be able 
before long to give us a great deal of trouble.” 

The Figaro says there is nothing in the 
cruise of the American fleet that can strike 
the imagination beyond the rarity of such 
force moving such a distance. -It says ships 
are made for sailing and that is what Rear 
Admiral Evans is going to do, under quiet 
conditions, at slow speed, in time of peace. 
The true interest in this voyage, it says, ts 
political, since it brings a powerful American 
fleet face to face with the young Japanese 
fleet, which hitherto has reigned alone on the 
Pacific. 


Says World Will Watch. 
BERLIN, Dec. 16.—The naval e rt of 
the Berliner Tageblatt has published an ar- 
ticle, in whica he says that the voyage of the 
American battleship squaé@ron to the Pacific 
will be followed with the keenest attention in 
the admiralties of Europe, and that European 
experts will draw the most valuable les- 
sons from the solutions of the various prob- 
lems before the American warships. 
Rojestvensky's oe is alluded to by 
the writer as useful only, in showing how 
not to do it. The most interesting part of 
the voyage to navigators will be the pas- 
sage of the straits of Magellan, if this route 
is chosen, for every seaman knows the dif- 
ficulties of that passage even for a single 
ship. 


JAPAN'S ACTS ANGER CHINESE. 


High Handed Dealings im Manchuria 
Cause Much Disaffection in Peking

PEKING, Dec. 16.—The dissatisfaction in 
Chinese government quarters over Japan's 
alleged high handed dealings in southern 
Manchuria has been accentuated to such an 
extent that many officials compare the sit- 
uation to that- of Corea twelve years ago, 
while some declare they, would prefer Japan 
would plainly ajaim southern Manchuria 
as her own than to continue to present re- 
sultiess negotiations. 

It is stated that Russia has warned China 
that if Russia cannot promptly conclude a 
treaty with Japan regarding the Japanese 
telegraph lire similar to that lately con- 
cluded between Russia and China she will 
abrogate fhe latter, because otherwise shé 
will be in a position inferior to Japan. 
Many Chinese are convinced that events 
are tending to the absorption of northern 
and southern Manchuria by Russia and 
Japan respectively. 

They firmly believe Japan does not intend 
to observe the treaty of Portsmouth.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—[Special.]}— 
Extraordinarily liberal appropriations will 
be made during the coming session of con- 
gress for the defense of the Philippines, 
Guam, Hawaii, and the Pacific coast of 
the United States. 

The matter has been considered by the 
leaders in congress in conformity with the 


| request of the president and the war de- 


partment, with the result that it has been 
decided to make large appropriations for the 
protection of our western coast and pos- 
sessions. 

In all other expenditures the policy of 
retrenchment is to be observed, and it is the 
purpose of Chairman Tawney of the house 
appropriations committee to deliver a 
solemn warning against extravagance. 

The belief prevails that if appropriations 
should be made for the next fiscal year on 
the same scale as those for the present 
fiscal year a deficit of more than $100,000,000 
would be created. To avoid anything of its 
kind there is talk of having another congress 
undertake the duty of passing the river and 
harbor improvement bill. 

Some of the members are urging that 
their personal ‘interests demand the enact- 
ment of a public building bill during the 
present session, but it is likely their wishes 
will not be heeded. 


Cut All but Defense Funds. 

The speaker, Representative Tawney, Rep- 
resentative Payne and several others who 
guide legislation in the house, believe the in- 
terests of the country, must supersede per- 
sonal ambition, and they will, therefore, put 
the brakes on hard. 


This decision applies te everything but ap- 
proprations for coast defense. The estimates 


submitted by Secretary Taft for this purpose 
were lavish, amounting to $38,443,945. The 
amount appropriated for the present fiscal 
year was only $6,861,883. The estimates in- 
clude almost $5,000,000 for modernization of 
old emplacements, $4,000,000 for the purchase 
of additional sites to carry out existing pro- 
jects for defenses, $2,680 000 for the purchase 
of armament, and $1,000,000 to be used in 
creating a reserve of ammunition, recom- 
mended by the board of national defense, of 
Which Secretary Taft was hea 

The largest single item in the stimates was 
$14,000,000 which it is desired to use in put- 
ting the Philippines, Guam, and Hawali in 
condition to defend themselves from attack. 

Of this immense sum, $6,488,000 is wanted 
for the construction of batteries at Manila. 
Searchlights which must be provided for 
these batteries will cost $114,000 additional. 
Electric plants also will be required, costing 
$259 080. 

Navy Opposes Manila Plan. 

It is a curious fact that the war depart- 
ment has not asked for large appropriations 
for the defense of Subig bay. For this point 
it is estimated that $105,716 will be necessary 
for the installation of electric plants and 
$148,000 for the construction of fire control 
stations. 

It. will be recalled that there is a sharp 
controversy in progress between the army 
and navy as to where the naval station in 
the Philippines shall be located. 

The army, headed by Secretary Taft, in- 
sista that Manila is the proper place, being 
capable of easy defense, while the navy de- 
clares that it is the best judge as to where 
the naval station should be, and that the 
proper site is Subig bay. 

As soon as Secretary Taft comes home the 
matter will be thrashed out before the presi- 
dent and the conclusions will be submitted 
to congress. It is likely the fight will be con- 
tinued in both the house and the senate, both 
the army and the navy being determined to 
have its own way_because of the principles 
involved. 

It Is estimated that the appropriations for 
Manila desired by the war department will 
aggregate $10,000,000 alone. Of course, this 
large sum will not be appropriated in case 
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it should be decided to establish the naval 
station at Subig bay. 


Liberal Appropriations Sure. 


Congress will not grant all the war de- 
partment wants in connection with the de- 
fense of the Philippines, but undoubtedly it 
will be liberal ttr view of the earnest repre- 
sentations which have been made by high 
authorities. 

It is denied that anything like a war scare 
is prompting the war department to make 
such large estimates. It is necessary, it 18 
declared, to get ready for any and all emer- 
gencies. To the end the administration de- 
sires congress to appropriat ot only for 
the Philippines but for Guan, Hawaii, and 
the Pacific coast. 

Batteries have been erected at Agana, the 
only port in Guam and additional guns are 
to be sent there. It is proposed to purchase 
and install searchlights and electric plants 
in this island, and their cost will be $57,000. 

For defense of Honolulu and Pear! harbor, 
congress is asked to appropriate at this ses- 
sion almost $2,000,000, of which amount 
$1,110,000 is Intended for the construction of 
sea coast batteries. Half a million dollars 
is wanted by the war department tocomplete 
the submarine defense of Manila, Peafl har- 
bor, and Honolulu. 


Coast to Be Fortified. 


No specific statement can be obtained as to 
the measures it is proposed by the war de- 
partment to take for the defense of the Pa- 
cific coast. Generally speaking. however, 
it may be said that San Francisco, San Diego, 
Portland, and Seattle will be given every at- 
tention in order to enable them to resist an 
attack. 

As far as possible, it is said by leaders in 
congress, they will coöperate with the ad- 
ministration to put the entire country in 


condition to defend itself. 


This does not mean, however. that the im- 
mense sums which Secretary Taft seeks will 


be voted, and, as indicated, the likelihood is 
that the appropriation will be merely doubled | 


instead of sextupled, as he desires.

From the statistics 
gathered Commissioner Evans hopes to be in 
a better position to continue his crusade 
against consumption, pneumonia, and other 
diseases due to lack of ventilation and im- 
pure alr.

ENGAGED TO ANOTHER MAN.

A few 
minutes later a policeman who had heard 
the shots came up. Te bodies were removed 
to the police station. Wallace was identified 
by a card and some letters found in his 
pockets. < 


» Girl a Telephone Operator. 
There was nothing to identify the woman 
until} over an hour later, Joseph Mannheim, 
landlord of the house where she lived with 
her mother, came and identified her as Elsie 
Kerlein. She was 23 years old, and was em- 
ployed as a telephone operator at Brooklyn. 
In Wallace’s pocket a postal card dated 
Thanksgiving day, signed E. H. Kerlein,“ 
was found. The card said: “Dear Bert»

The dead man's brother, John, is said to 
be a member of the New York Athletic club, 
John said his brother had been acting queer- 
ly for several days and had staid away 
from work. He believed his brother had 
been with Miss Kerlein much of the time 
since he has been away from his work. 
Miss Kerlein, it was learned later, was en- 
gaged to Albert Magoli of Borough Park for 
four years, the date of the wedding being 
set for February. It is said when Wallace 
learned this he pleaded with her to marry 
She refused.

Yolande, Ala., Dee. 16.—[Special.)—Sev- 
enty-five miners are believed to have per- 
ished by an explosion in shaft No.1 of the 
Yolande ‘Coal and Coke company this morn- 


ing. 

By night thirty-five bodies had been recov- 
ered arid rescuers were pushing their way 
into the mine in the search for other bodies. 

The work of reécue hag been extremely 
slow, because of the débris in the mines and 
the large crowd of women, children, apd 
sightseers at the opening. 

All of the bodies have been recovered from 
these entries, and some of them were so hor- 
ribly mutilated that identification is almost 


impossible. d 


“Windy” Shots Cause Blast. 

According to T. C. Huckabee, the explosion 
was undoubtedly due to windy hats. 

Mr. Huckabee had just made a tour of in- 

spection and congratulated some of the men 
on the condition of their rooms. A few min- 
utes after reaching the top he eaddied his 
horse and was about to go for a Jay’s hunt 
when the explosion occurred. 
' Parties of minérs from Abernate, Searles, 
Davis Creek, and Brookwood are here ready 
to help in the recovery of those who are still 
entombed. It will be noon tomorrow before 
al: of the dead are recovered. 

Under the supervision of Chief Mine In- 
spector J. M. Gray and his assistant, James 
Hillhouse, forces afe at work. in the slope 
clearipg away the wreckage and recovering 
the déad from the lower cross entrances. 

The inspectors have made no statement of 
the cause of the disaster. As one of them 
expressed it tonight, the work being done 
now is one of rescue and not one of inspection 
or investigation. 


Less than 100 in Mine. 


The explosion occurred at about 10:20 
o'clock this morning. Less than 100 men 
went into the mine this morning, and this 
acfounts for the fact that the loss of life” 
was not heavier. 

The mine has in the past been pronounced 
free from gas by the state mine inspectors, 
and it was at first supposed that the ex- 
plosion was caused by dust. When a mine 
is not properly sprinkled and the air is al- 
lowed to get filled with fine coal dust, parti- 
cles of it become almost as explosive as gas 
itself. 

At noon it was impossible to venture even 
near the mouth of the mine, so hot was the 


air that was rushing out. 


The mines go down almost 1,500 feet. 
There was a terrific explosion, the force 
was seen outside, dust and timber being 
blown out in great quantities, destroying 
small buildings near by and also landing on 
the depot some distance away. There was a 
terrific heat immediately after the explosion. 

Officials of the company on the scene im- 
mediately took steps to start a rescue party 
to get to the men on the inside. The fans 
were started tp and other methods taken to 
eliminate the bad air. 


Fourteen Crawl Out of Mine. 


Within an hour fourteen men had crawled 
out of the mine, and their description of the 
inside was heartrending. Several of these 
men were badly burned. Two hours after 
the ‘explosion it was still impossible to 
venture even near the mouth of the mine, so 
hot was the air that was rushing out. 

Yolande mine is hut a few miles from Vir- 
ginia City, where a similar explosion oc+ 
curred about two years ago, 112 men being 
killed at that time. Yolande is thirty-five 
miles south of Birmingham on the Birming- 
ham Mineral railroad. The Yolande Coal 
and Coke company is headed by Dr. G. B. 
Crowe of Birmingham. Between 125 and 
150 men are given employment in the No. 1 
mine. e 

Duponte Have Ancther Explosion. 

Bowling Green, O., Dec. 16.—Six hundred 
quarts of nitro-glycerin in the Dupont Pow- 
der works, two and a half miles from here, 
exploded at 5:30 o'clock this evening. 

It is not believed there was loss of life, as 
the employés had left the premises. Six 
men employed in the power house narrowly 
escaped injury. * 

John McLain was caught in the débris but 
not seriously hurt. Windows in houses a 
mile distant were sKattered. 

A theory as to the cause is advanced that 
“ yegemen ”’ in attempting to replenish their 
supply of the explosive for use in safe 
blowing, dropped some of it. Color is given 
to this by the finding of a man’s vest and a 
horse blanket near the scene, but no human 
flesh was discovered. The plant is isolated. 
It was badly damaged. 


Still Find Dead at Monongah. 


‘Fairmont, W. Va., Dec. 16.—Two more 
bodies were brought from the mines at Mo- 


„ nongah late tonight, one each from No. 6 


and No. 8, the scene of the explosion on 
Dec. 6. They were buried uhder heaps of 
débris, many of which have been removed 
since the organized search was abandoned 
last Friday. The total number of bodies re- 
moved is 336.

tertainment, never ate a meal in a hotel or 
restaurant, and did not spend more than $1 
in his entire life for caretare. 

He had not voted for forty years. He wore 
a collar and cravat only on special occa- 
sions. He accumulated’ real estate valued at 
$1,500,000, 

Penny Never Escaped Him. 

Hadley was born ina hut barely big enough 
to stand in. He began work at the age of 
12 on a farm for Charlies and Nathan Tufts 
for 12 cents a day and it is said that none of 
the pennies ever got away. Next he engaged 
with the Boston and Lowell railroad driving 
an ox team for $8 a month and his board. It 
is snid the board consisted of salt codfish and 


water. He slept in a barn. 
When, his father died Benjamin had saved 
enough to buy out the shares of his two 


brothers and one sister in the father’s estate 
of $6,000 2 held on to the land in Somer- 
ville until was able to sell it at a large 
profit. With part of the money he bought 
five acres of clay land and began the manu- 
facture of bricks. Then he branched into 
other lines of business, in all of which he 


prospered. 
One Pleasure Jaunt in Lifetime. 


Tt was one of his empley es in the brick 
yard that persuaded him long ago to make his 
only excursion out into the great world that 
lies beyond Somerville. He went to New 
Hampshire for a few days. Having thus 
broken away from his industrial routine, he 
took an afternoon off and visited Revere 
beach. That trip was the only frivolity in- 
dulged in by Benjamin Hadley. Ever after 
he attended unwaveringly to business. ~ 

There is an item at least on the unselfish 


a gift some years ago of $100 toward the 
building of the Universalist meeting house in 
Somerville. He never attended that church, 
nor any other. Neither did he èver go to a 
circus or a theater, and if he went to Boston 
he walked, because it would have cost him 5 
cents to ride. A year ago he estimated his 
lifetime expenditure for carfares at $1. 


No Money or Time to Shave. 

He had not been in a barber shop for sev- 
enty years, and for sixty years he had let 
his beard, grow to save the time needed for 
shaving. He never bought a drink of liquor, 
though he would drink if some one gave it 
to him, if he hadacold. Twenty years ago 
he cut off the luxury of smoking, saying he 
saved 10 cents a week. 

Hadley’s only remaining brother, George 
W. Hadley, died about. a month ago in East 
Somerville, leaving one son, Walter M. Had- 
ley, the husband of Emma Pritchard Hadley, 
known as a reader and clubwoman. Of late 
Walter Hadley has had much to do with the 
management of his uncle's estate. and his 
friends expect that he will inherit most of 
the property. 

When quite young Benjamin Hadley, with 
his brothers and their father, became a mem- 
ber of the first hand fire engine company 
formed in Somerville, organized in 1838, and 
known as Mystic No. 6, of which he was

POPE FEARS INTBRNAL FOES 


Pontiff Deplores Activities: of 
„Modernists“ in Church. 
1 ae 


MITER; GIVEN AMERICANS. 


‘Monsignors Kennedy and O'Connell to 
Be Raised to Episcopacy. 


ROME. Dec. 16.—Pope Pius x. eae held 
a secret consistory in the vatican and ere- 
ated four new cardinals. Proclamation was 
made of several bishops. The new car- 
dinals are: 

MGR. PIETRO GASPARRI, secretary of the 
congregation of extraordinary ecclesiastical at- 
fairs. 

MGR. DE LAI, secretary of the congregation of 
the councils... 

MGR. LUDOVIC HENRY LUOON, A 


The pope delivered an allocution in which 
he made reference to the persecution of 
the Redeemer and said that his church 
has been attacked from all sides in warfare 
open or dissimulated.“ The rights and laws 
of the church, declared the pontiff, have been 
trampled on even by those who should safe- 
guard them, and the impious and vulgar 
press has fought her to the extent of dis- 
turbing the public quiet. 

Refers to Italian Mots. 

The pope cited the recent disorders in 
Italy. To this must be added, he con- 
tinued, the disastrous propaganda in the 
bosom of Catholicism itself, which is being 
carried on by modernists, who disdain pon- 
tifical authority and desire to sanction a new 
faith and a new conscience. If the modern- 
ists would enlist frankly among the enemies 
of the church this evil would be less; as it 
is, they proclaim themselves Catholics, par- 
take of the sacrament, and celebrate mass. 
Fulfilling his apostolic duty, the pope said, 
he had adopted against the modernists such

measures as were necessary, striving par- 


ticularly to save young clergymen from per- 
version. In conclusion, the allocutlon reads: 

“The episcopacy has accepted the papa! 
directions with eagerness and has applied 
them with zeal, but the modernists perse- 
vere in their rebellion and give manifest 
proof of their attitude in the press. May 
God enlighten these misled ones.“

Monroe, La., Dec. 16.— Another Italian was 
killed Sunday morning near Tremont, La., 
by negroes, making three Italian’ to lose 
their lives on account of prejudice because 
they were used to replace lumber mill la- 
borers at Chathamville, La. Two other Ital- 
fane were wounded near Chathamville and 
twenty-six were robbed. 

News of the killing near Tremont reached 
here tonight. Six megroes attacked a party 
of twenty-nine Italiane who were said to 
be fleeing from the Chathamville section. 
The biacks are thought to have been embold- 
ened by the example of the whites at the lum- 
ber camp on the previous night, and they 
are said to have followed the Italians from 
the vicinity of the camp. The negroes se- 
cured nearly all the valuables in possession 
of the refugees. Another is reported nar- 
rowly to have escaped murder before the 
party left camp, when he was attacked by a 
negro who demanded 50 cents or his life. 


Italian Consul Makes Plea. 


Acting Italian Consul Charles Papini at 
New Orleans tonight has asked Gov. Blanch- 
ard to take action for apprehending and 
punishing the members of the mob which 
killed the Italians. He said the circum- 
stances under which the shooting was done 
were such as to make the arrest of the 


guilty ones unlikely. 


Ambassador Takes Up Oase. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 16—Prompt steps 
will. be taken by Italian Ambassador Mayor 
des Planches to ascertain the exact facts 
connected with the shooting and killing of 
two Italians at Chathamville, La. The prob- 
ability is that the case will reach the state 
department.

PARIS, Dec. 16.—The Temps this evening 
gives a conspicuous place to a remarkably 
pointed article under the caption, “‘ The 
World Arms; France Disarms.”’ It is in- 
tended to demonstrate succinctly that while 
the whole world is-inereasing its atma- 
ments this once powerful military nation is, 
relatively speaking, disarming, with a tacit 
expression of willingness to accept the con- 
sequences of such a renunciatory policy. 

The article merely is signed “ A Reader of 
the Temps,“ but the importance the news- 
paper imputes to its publication is shown 
clearly by its displaying the article in oVer 
three columus. In an editorial the writer 
takes as a text the movements looking toa 
reduction of the supplementary periods of 
practice of the army reservists, which Jed 
to the spectacular resignation of M. de Frey- 
cinet from the senate committee. 


Other Nations Scent War. 


The writer in the Temps says it is not his 
duty nor desire to concern himself with tech- 
nicalities which ought to occupy the coun- 
try’s representatives in parlament, but he 
aims to show that for many monthe there 
has been, on the whole, a formidable con- 
trast between France's course of general 
policies and all the principal nations of the 
world. That contrast expresses itself both 
in the moral and material phage of the world 
arming and France disarming. 

Germany's program announced only last 
month is for an increase in her army and 
navy budgets by $40,000,000 over those 
1907 and to shorten the active life of hér 
warships from twenty-five to twenty years. 

England, under the euphonious phrase of, 
redistribution, has assembled her home fleet 
capable of striking a stunning blow. She 
has announced provision for more formida- 
ble warships than the Dreadnought, and

zation, 

Italy voted in June $12,000,000 in extraor- 
dinary credits for armament, while the gov- 
ernment does not hide ita intention to de- 
mand more than double this amount, and the 
naval program contemplates the expenditure 
of 650,000.

RUSSIAN POLICE HUNT 
FOR ALLIES OF TERRORISTS. 


Several Arrests and Many House Vis- 
itations Follow Capture of Nicholas 
Tschaikovsky. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 16.—BSeveral ad- 
ditional arrests and many house visitations 
have followed the arrest recently and con- 
finement in the fortress of St. Peter and St. 
Paul of Nicholas Tschaikoveky, who was 
the founder of the first revolutionary circle 
in St. Petersburg, in which many of the most 
prominent terrorists were educated. 

The police are energetically tracing the 
ramifications of M. Tschafkoveky’s stay in 
St. Petersburg, which lasted several weeks, 
and every person whom he is known to have 
visited has been put under a searching exam- 
inatian. 

It probably will be several weeks before 
the charges against Tschaikovsky have been 
formulated. Meanwhile he is being kept in 
strict seclusion in the fortress. 

Among the acquaintances of M. Tschai- 
koveky arrested are two aged women, Mme. 
Savinkoff and Mme. Breshkovsky, the latter 
known as the grandmother of the Russian 
revolution.” Mme. Breshkovsky lectured 
two years ago in the United States in behalf 
of the revolutionary movement.

Knox Not Serious Candidate. 

Senator Crane’s influence, which is great, 
was first exercised in behalf of Senator 
Knox. It has been an open secret for some 
time, however, that Knox is not.a serious 
candidate, although he is well thought of in 
many parts of the country. The lineup in 
Massachusetts therefore under present con- 
ditions would include Senator Crane, who 
is practical leader of his party there, lean- 
ing toward Hughes, or possibly Cannon 
frost, and then Hughes, with Pos ter 
General Meyer and Senator Lodge as the 
president's lieutenants in rounding up the 
old Bay state for the secretary of war. 

Some people persist in misunderstanding 
President Roosevelt and his politica! atti- 
tude in spite of all he can do orsay. At first 
they refused to believe he positively would 
decline the nomination. Even when his re- 
cent letter was published some of these peo- 
ple intimated a strong belief in its insin- 
cerity. ‘This. position the president right- 
ly assumes to be an insult to him. He 
repeatedly has declared that he will’ 
not permit government officials to make 
nee of their office to help or injure the pros- 
pects of any candidate for the presidency. 
His sincerity. in this regard is doubted by the 
same people who distrusted his good faith 
in the matter of renomination, 


Administration Is for Taft. 
President Roosevelt is for Taft. He never 
has concealed this fact, nor has he at- 
tempted to do so. He is for Taft as an indi- 
vidual and because he believes the seeretary 
of war is most in harmony with his own 
ideas and is most likely to interpret them 
properly. But it does not at all follow that 
the president either has or will ‘use his po- 
sition officially to advance the interests of 
the secretary of war. 

Government officials, north or south, will 
not be permitted to use their official influence 
The president will wel- 
come their ald, but it will have to be ex- 
tended in their capacity as private individ- 
vals, and any influence they may have must 
be exerted’ without regard to official po- 
sition. 

Furthermore, In spite of the intense desire 
on the part of President Roosevelt that the 
nomination should go to Secretary Taft, no 
assessments will be levied, no official or- 
ganization permitted in behalf ot the secre- 
tary of war. Federal officials in Ohio or else- 
where will be held to as strict an account 
for, their actions in behalf of Taft as if they 
were working for Cannon or Knox or Cor- 
jtelyou or anybody else. Pronounced in his 


‘loyalty to his personal and official friend, the 


president will be absolutely neutral in the 
coming campaign, so far as any official ac- 
tion is concerned, and he will do the best 
he can to see that hib subordina tes follow his 
example. 
To Dismiss Official Partisane. 

This policy is more important because 
sooner or later there surely will be raised 
a cry by the friends of some of the other 
candidates that the secretary of war has 
been given the inside track and that govern- 
ment officials have been dragooned into get- 
ting out into their districts and working for 
his nomination. Thesé stories are certain 
to be set afloat and ‘people ought t under- 
stand now that every instance of that char- 
acter which is brought to the notice of the 
president with proper proof will result;in 
the instant dismissal of the offender. 
Government officials will be free at all 
times and places to undertake work for any 
candidate for the presidency. They are in 
w adopted by 
the president. If they choose another candi- 
date they will not be punished; and if they 
select Secretary Taft they will not be re- 
warded sq far as this administration is con- 
cerned. The position of absolute neutrality 
will be maintained until after the nomination 
is actually made, and friends of the other 
candidates can be positively assured of this 


fact from now on.

Hiram K. cody, Prominent Factor in 
Early Courts in Illinois, Expires at 
Residence in Chicago. 


Hiram H . Cody, 84 years old, died yester- 
day at his © residence. 213 Sixty-first street. 
Had ke lived until Dec. 31 he would have 
celebrated with Mrs. Cody, Who survives 
him, the sixty-first anniversary of their 


marriage. 
Mr. Cody’s “ancestors were pioneer settlers 


of New York, in which state he was born. 


He cume with his father to Kendall county, 
Tilinois, in 1848. On the adoption of the state 
constitution of 1848 he was elected the first 
county clerk of Du Page county, which 


Office he held for six years. 


During his term of office he read law and 
was acmitted to the bar. He was elected 
county judge in 1861 by an almost unani- 
mous .vote... He was a member of the con- 
vention which adopted the ee. constitu- 
tion of Inlinois. 

In 1874 he was elected judge of the Foutth 
Judicial circuit, then comprising Kane, Du 
Page, and Kendall counties. At the close 
of his term in 1879 he became & member of 
the law firm of Gary,, Cody & Gary, in Chi- 
cago, and continued this connection until 1886, 
when he formed a copartnership with his 
sons and continued the practice of law untl 
1893, when he retired from practice. 
moved with his famfly to Chicago in 1896. 
Two sons and four daughters survive him. 


Funeral services will be held at Naperville, in 


the Congregational church, where he was 
an active member and served as superin- 
tendent of the Sunday school for twenty- 
five consecutive years.

HITS COMPANY; NOT MEN. 


Stockholders’ Meeting Set for To- 
morrow May Go Over to 
Complete Argument. 


> 


With a battery of eighty-four decisions 
and statutes, Edgar H. Farrar, leading coun- 
sel for Stuyvesant Fish, assailed the legal 
propositions advanced by the Harriman law- 
yers in their arguments against the Iunois 


yesterday. He had not finished when court 
adjourned. Unless he does so ay in time 
for the judge to deliver his opinion there will 
be another adjournment of the stockholders’ 
meeting, which is scheduled for tomorrow. 

One noticeable feature of the arguments 
thus far made is the absence of charges such 
as were made in the circulars and statements 
issued by the principals in the fight. Only 
once did Attorney Farrar make a direct at- 
tack and then it was against the Railroad 
Securities company and not the men who 
control it. In speaking of that.concern, he 
said: 

It contains in its charter the power and 
germ of monopoly in its worst form. It is 
the Northern Securities company, not con- 
fined to the control of two corporatina, but a 
securities company which spreads its wings 
over every state and territory in this union. 

“The Railroad Securities company is a 
New Jersey corporation, and looking at its 
charter, we find it has power, under the laws 
of that state, to own stock in other corpora- 
tions. What kind of a company is this? At- 
torney Herrick called it an investment com- 
pany. Now the word investment has a safe, 
sound, and conservative tone to it, but I shall 
call it a holding company. That is what it is, 
and under the rascality of modern corpora- 
tions the word ‘holding company’ has a 
wholly different tone.“ 


Charter of Company Read. 


The charter of the Railroad Securities com- 
pany was read, showing it has the right to 
own and vote stock in any railroad, ware- 
house, elevator, steamship line, terminal 


ing anything to do with railroads. 

This corporation has been in existence ten 
years and yet has never held any stock ex- 
cept that of the Illinois Central railroad. We 
contend that under the laws of this state no 
such company as the Railroad Securities 
company could have been organized here, 
and surey the eminent counsel on the other 
side of the table will not attempt to say that 
a foreign company can do what is prohibited 
to a local concern.” 

Attorney Farrar then quoted. from the 
statutes and decisions of the Supreme court 
of Illinois in support of his contention. 

There is but one law in the state of III 
nois permitting the puchase of stock in one 
railroad company by the stockholders of 
another.“ continued the lawyer, and that 
law provides in express terms that such pur- 
chase must be not less than two-thirds of the 
entire stock issue. It does not say 100 shares, 
or fifty per cent, or a controlling interest, 
but not less than two-thirds, and stipulates 
further that it must be prepared to buy the 
rest of the stock on precisely the same terms. 


Argues Illegality of Stock. 


It will be argued that it might not be 
possible between annual elections for such 
purchaser to acquire the necessary two- 
thirds, but that the stock is stock and may 
be voted. Our reply to that is that such 
minority stock, not coming within the re- 
quirements of the law, has no legal stand- 
ing and until the necessary two-thirds is 
secured the purchaser may not exercise any 
control over the éorporation in question. 

“It was argued by Attorney Dickinson, in 
behalf of the Illinois Central railroad, that 
there were individuals involved in this suit 
in whose name certain shares stood on the 
stock books of the company. It was Ris 
contention that these stock books were the 
best evidence as to who owned the stock. I 
asked him one question and his argument 
collapsed. I inquired whether he believed 
it was possible for a person or corporation 
under the laws of Illinois to do by, indirec- 
tion what could not be done directly. He 
admitted it could not, and in the answer 
of the Union Pacific railroad company it 
is set forth that the men who are by name 
enjoined from voting stock in the Illinois 
Central annual meeting hold such stock in 
the interests of the Union Pacific. It is a 
well established fact that dummies may 
not do what the principal is prohibited from 
doing. 


Special Laws Do Not Apply. 


“Counsel for the other side have quoted 
at length from laws passed by the legislature 
at various times, and pretend to believe these 
cover this case. Now, as your honor well 
knows, the constitution prohibits the passage 
ot special acts for the relief of individuals, 
and, as a consequence, all these laws have 
the appearance of general enactments. In 
truth, however, they were put through the 
legislature to validate the acts or mergers 
of special corporations, cannot be applied 
here, and have no significance to this case.“ 

An Amended Bill Filed. 

During the day Judge Ball permitted the at- 
torneys for Mr. Fish to file an amended bill 
in which the name of the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance company, included in the original com- 
plaint, is omitted. A supplemental affidavit 
also was filed in behalf of Fish, but this 
dealt more with the form than the substance 
of the case.

Commission He Had NO 
Fight on Northwest. 


Trains Went West Without Car- 
go and Company Found Rate 
Did Not Pay. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—James J. Hill 
was the principal witness today in the hear- 
ing before the interstate commerce commis- 
sion of the complaints of the Washington and 
Oregon lumber associations against the ad- 
vanced rates on the railway lines of the 
north Pacific states. 

Mr. Hill said that the cost to the Great 
Northern of handling lumber traffic from the 
. northwest was far greafer than the revenue 
gained from it. The cars must be hauled 
by the railroads from eastern points to Ore- 
gon and Washington practically empty. The 
haul of 4,000 miles costs the lines about $280, 
while the revenue per car from the north- 
west to the points of destination of the lum- 
ber products is about $200. It was decided, 
he said, to increase the rates on lumber, not 
with any idea 4f prohibiting the traffic in 
lumber from the northwest, but merely with 

idea of protecting the interests of the 
ay lines, ; 

2 cross examination he testified that the 
exponsés of the Great Northern have in- 
creased during the last year, largely on 
account of increased wages which the com- 
pany was obi to pay to its employés. 

Questioned as t the relations existing be- 
tween the Great Northern the Northern 
Pacific, Mr. Hill said that the roads were 
getting farther and farther apart. He said 
that he was a stockholder in both companies, 
and that a considerable part of the stock of 
the Burlington road was owned by the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific.

FIGHTING CONSUMPTION. 

No feature of modern life is more note- 
worthy than the manifgst determination 
of members of the medical profession to 
find and fight the ancient enemies of the 
race. Many of the diseases which used 
to sweep away whole families and ter- 
rorize a community in times of ep‘demic 
now are attacked boldly, driven back from 
the point of danger, and then kept at a. 
distance by. preventive measures. Those 
poor unfortunates who are “given up to 
die” are by no means % numerous as 
they once were. 

The great white plague etill continues 
in its destructive career, It claims as 
its toll of death more than 8,500 victims 
each year in Chicago alone. It is respon- 
sible for one-seventh of the world's an- 
nual mortality, It fills the country with 
despairing and hopeless souls who look 
forward to a certain fate. To fight such 
a foe of humanity has been the ambition 
of many an investigator, particularly dur- 
ing the last quarter of a century, since 
Koch’s discovery in 1882. That progress 
is being made and that there is room for 
hope of the final triumph over this great 
plague is believed everywhere. 

The campaign against tuberculosis now 
is to be pushed vigorously in Chicago. 
The plan of battle has been outlined 
clearly. In six of the best dispensaries of 
the city volunteer physicians who are 
admirably equipped for the work will be 
in attendance at given hours to advise 
with the afflicted and furnish needed 
treatment. On each week day at least 


„

one of the six dispensaries will be open. 
‘| This preliminary work will be followed 
up by the service of trained nurses, who 


will visit homes, make wise suggestions 
regarding ventilation, diet, and rules of 


} living, and help in every possible way to 


redues the suffering of the patient and 
at the game time check the spread of the 
‘disease. These nurges will become ef- 
‘fective agents for the prevention of tuber- 
culosis in others because of their skill in 
‘treating those array within the clutches 
of the disease. 

It fe this phase of the new campaign 
which has the greatest value. The dec- 


larations are boldly made that there is 


‘no need of any one dying from consump- 
‘tion and that many who have died from 
it might have been saved had they acted 
in time. The work of the tuberculosis 
‘institute includes the reduction of ‘the 
suffering. of those who are in advanced 


| stages ‘Of the disease, but its most im- 


portant service to the community will be 
‘along the lines of prevention. 

The rules laid down both for the sick and 
the well are worth a careful examination. 
A gimple life with plenty of fresh air is 
the prescription for the careful and clean 
person who wihes to shake off the Incip- 
dent plague. The prudent nurse who 
visits the home of one of the dispensary 
‘patients will have splendid opportunities 
for wise suggestion. It must be a cam- 
paign of education even more than a cam- 
paign of relief.’ The results of tubereu- 
losis are so well known that there will be 
general gratification that vigorous at- 
tempts are to be made to check its rav- 
ages. If these efforts receive the cordial 
support of ithe health department, the 
medical profession, and the people, much 
‘may be accomplished during the next few 
years in the direction of relief from one 
of the oldest and most destructive foes of 
the human rare.

GIVE PEDESTRIANS THEIR TURN. 

‘The most dangerous crossing in the 
city is the one at Michigan avenue and 
Van Buren street. Before and after dark 
thousands of men, women, and children 
have to get across the avenue on their 
way to or from the Illinois Central sta- 
tion. There are neither street cars nor 
teams for them to look out for, and it 
would be an easy matter for them to 
cross over if. it were not for the automo- 
“bile secorchers. They drive their ma- 
chines up and down the avenue at head- 
long speed’ because it is à boulevard, free 
from traffic. 

At Wabash avenne and State street 
crossings pedestrians need take no risks 
in wpite of street cars and teams. They 
have only to wait until the policeman 
‘blows his Whistle twice and the way is 
clear for them. But at Van Buren street 
‘and Michigan avenue there is no east and 
west traffic, and pedestrians do not- ha ve 
the opportunities they enjoy elsewhere. 

They should be as well treated as team- 
stete are on other streets. Their right of 
way across the avenue should be recog- 
nized, When the policeman blew his 
‘whistle once it would be a signal to foot 
‘passengers to keep off the street and let 
the automobiles go by. When he blew 
it twice it would be notice to pedestrians 
that their turn bad come and to the 
scorchers that they must come to a dead 
halt and wait. Of course this would 
make it necessary for chauffeurs to slack- 
en their speed as they approached Van 
Buren street so as to be able to stop 
short if the road was not clear for them. 

A correspondent who crosses Michigan 
avenue at Van Buren street with fear 
and trembling several times a day writes 
to suggest the building of a tunnel for 
the accommodation of the traveling pub- 
lic. That would be a last resort. It 
would be a confession on the part of the 
city government that it could not protect 
us citizens while crossing one of their 
streets and was obliged to ask them to 
seek safety in a hole in the ground. ‘They 
have as much right to cross the avenue 
valine Axcess tran gl al A A 
down it.

COMMON SENSE FOR THE BUILDING 


DEPARTMENT. 

The poor real estate owner has no friends. 
He is the legitimate quarry both of tenants 
and politicians, and if he tries to escape is 
derided By the public, whose burden he 
carries, and held up to obloquy as a tax 
dodger. . 

There are some 3,400 building ordinances, 
few of which are observed, although all are 
liable to enforcement; therefore real estate 
owners who have just complied with the 
exactions of one building commissioner al- 
ways view with anxiety the appdintment of 
a successor. It is every one for - himeelf 
and the devil catch the hindermost,”’ as 
in the case of sidewalk rent, which is col- 
lected from half a dozen unfortunates who 
could not escape, while the rest of the city 
goes free. 

A peculiarity of the building department is 
that a catastrophe in a cheap theater or eat- 
ing house usually serves as an excuse for

The marquis of Montebello, who in reality 
had no t to any other title than count, 
in spite of the statement of the Almanach 
de Gotha to the contrary, since he was merely 
a younger son of the second duke, and the 
title of marquis of Montebello belongs ex- 
elusively to the eldest son of the holder of 
the dukedom, was one of the notres, 
that is to say, one of the pet aversions of 
the late Queen Victoria, who on three sep- 
arate occasions, when he was about to be 
sent to the court of St. James as ambassador, 
caused the French government to be notified 
that he was persona non grata, and that she 
did not wish to have him in England as the 
envoy of the republic.

The antipathy of the queen dated ath the 
time of the death of the prince imperial of 
France. Montebello was then chargé d’af- 
faires in London, and had issued invitations 
for a grand dinner at the embassy. 

On the day that the latter wag to take 
place news was received in London that 
the prince had been killed in South Africa 
by the Zulus, 

The queen at once caused the French 
chargé d'affaires to be notified that she 
desired him to postpone his dinner until 
later, Her message was equivalent to a 
command, since the foreign embassies ac- 
credited to a court are considered part and 
parcel of the latter, subject to its rules and 
regulations, as well as to the wishes of the 
monarch in all matters relating to ceremo- 
nial etiquette. 

Gustave de Montebello, fearing, however, 
that the postponement of his dinner would 
be misinterpreted by the government at 
and ascribed to sympathies on his 
part for the Bonapartes, and thus interfere 


‘with his promotion, turned a deaf ear to 


Queen Victoria's message and gave his din- 
ner, which proved a fiat failure, as mos 
of the principal guests excused themselves 
at the last moment from putting in an ap- 
pearance 

Queen Victoria was wroth, and gave ex- 
pression to her anger in no measured terms, 
exclaiming: ‘‘ He should have remembered 
that it was the granduncle of the prince 
imperial who had raised his stable boy ofa 
grandfather to be a duke and field marshal. 
These favors were surely worth the few 
sauces that would have been wasted if M. 
de Montebello had postponed his dinner.“ 


„ 


Of course, the great Napoleon generously 
endowed the dukedom of Montebello when he 
created it. But the foundation of the finan- 
cial fortunes of the family is due to the 
reigning house of Portugal. Marshal 
Lannes was at one moment ambassador of 
France at Lisbon, where his wife, the ex- 
washerwoman, and whom Sardou has por- 
trayed as Madame Sans-Gene in his pop- 
ular drama of that title, gave birth toa son, 
who afterwards became the second duke of 
Montebello and the father of the diplomat 
whose death has just taken place. 

In accordance with custom and etiquette 
the prince regent of Portugal officiated as 
godfather to the child, and on the christen- 
ing day, shortly before the ceremony, he 
happened, while strolling through the royal 
palace at Lisbon with the marshal, to pass 
a room where a quantity of uncut diamonds 
which had just arrived from Brazil were 
being stored away. 

Opening a box which Was full of these 
2 the prince regent the marshal 


1d out his chapeau and then, joining his 


net g together in the form of a bowl, filled 
them three times in succession with dia- 
monds, as full as he could hold them, and 
emptied them into the Rat, exclaiming: 
“This first handful is for my godson, the 
second is for the ambassadress, and the 
third is for the ambassador,” 

These diamonds were afterwards disposed 
of by the marshal for several millions of 
france at Amsterdam, abd constituted the 
foundation of the financial fortunes of the 
house of Montebello, which have since then 
been further augmented by its extremely 
prosperous champagne business. 

The champagne house of Montebello. was 
formed in 1886 by the second duke of Monte- 
bello, son of the marshal, and by his two 
brothers. They founded a company for the 
sale of wine from their vineyards at Mareuil- 
sur-Ay. The bottles were marked with the 
name of the family, and with the ducal arma, 
while the firm was known aa that of Monte- 
bello & Co.”’ 

A few years ago the mother of the late 
duke, who was a nephew of the present 
holder of the title, brought a lawsuit to pre- 
vent his uncles and cousina from continuing 
to use the name and the arms of the house, 
on the ground that he, the duke, her son, 
had no interest in the business. 

She argued that the glorious name of 
Montebello should not be risked in trade 
or used as an advertisement. The Supreme 
Court of Appeal at Paris, to which the matter 
was ultimately referred for decision, took 
the ground, however, that the champagne 
firm of Montebello & Co. could not 
be deprived of the right to use the name, 
arms, and title of the dukedom of Monte- 
bello, since these constituted part of the 
assets of the company, and the latter's 
trade mark and trade name. 

The court added that titles of nobility, no 
matter how strious, ancient, or lofty, 
had no more value in the sight of French 
law than the commonest name or trade 
mark. 

On the death of the late duke, his uncle, 
who happens to be the chief of. the wine 
house, succeeded to the dukedom.

The Montebellos have, in fact, greatly 
benefited by trade. For the large income 
enjoyed by Gustave de Montebello, who has 
just died, came to him in a great measure 
through his wife, who, in spite of the con- 
tempt which she displayed for the bourgeois 
origin and manners of the wives of the 
French cabinet ministers and great repub- 
lican dignitaries at Compiegne on the oc- 
ecasion of the osar’s last visit to France 
behavior on her part which cost her hus- 
band his post of ambassador at St. Peters- 
burg—was herself the daughter of a shop- 
keeper, her father, eld Guillemin, having 
been the owner of the popular drygoods store 
known as the Trois Quartiers,” opposite 
the Madeleine in Paris. 

When they first went to London her hus- 
band was secretary of the French embassy 
there, and his chief was old Chalamel- 
Lacour. The latter, who was more of a 
scientist and littérateur than a diplomat, wae 
foolish enough on his appointment as am- 
bassador in London, to install as house- 
keeper at the embassy an elderly woman 
ot the menial class who had lived with him 
in that capacity fora quarter of a century.

The history of this play is most interesting. 
It is, strange though it may sound to say 
so, diatinctly a Chicago production. It was 
written by a Chicago resident, it was dis- 
covered and offered for sale by another 
earnest worker in the local vineyard, Donald 
Robertson, and, what is more to the point, 
ft was, under the title of A Sabine Woman,“ 
first produced by Miss Anglin while she was 
playing a Chicago engagement and was 
inoculated with the Chicago spirit—to move 
and keep moving. 

Mr. Moody first wrote the drama some 
yearsago. It was then called Zona,” after 
the heroine, whose other name was Murchee. 
In the course of time Robertson read the 
manuscript, and, having faith in k. urged 
Miss Anglin to read it. As the story is told 
today, she lifted it froma pile of manuscripts 
at the head of her bed in the Auditorium one 
hight, thinking the first act would put her 
to sleep, and continued to read with wild 
eyed and unabated intérest until coffee time 
next day. This story has been decorated by 
the, unfailingly imaginative press agent until 
reads more interestingly than the truth, so 
why tell the truth? 

Thie much we know: Migs Anglin did read 
the play at Mr. Robertson's suggestion, while 
she was staying in the Auditorium, and it is 
altogether likely she ee, expect it te prove 
soporific. She finished it one Thursday. Fri- 
day afternoon she decided that with certain 
changes it might Friday night she con- 
cluded the needed thanges would prove sim- 
ple and telegraphed Mr. Miller and the Shu- 
berts for permission to give it a trial per- 
formance.

That first performance will long de remem- 
bered by the friends and well wishers pres- 
ent. The audience was not large, but it was 
sympathetic, and those familiar with the cir- 
cumstances were fearful as to possible re- 
sults. Whenever a player stumbled in his 
lines, there was a quick intaking of breath, 
and when, between the second and third 
acts, the curtain was down forty minutes, 
the atmosphere wee fainy charged with ap- 
prehension. 

It was during this forty minutes that Miss 
Anglin refused to go on with the play unless 
Mr. Moody would give her the rights to it. 
Moody, decidedly rattled, thought she meant 
a contract. Robertson hissed a warning in 
his ear that he should beware the octopi of 
the profession. Lock ‘to your royalties,” 
cried Donald, méeaningly. And poor Mr. 
Moody, used to classrooms and odes, soared 
ceilingward. He sought advice. He called 
in the law class, which was out in front. He 
also consulted with several real lawyers. 
And each of these wary gentlemen, deter- 
mined not to be bunkoed by a woman and an 
actress, struggled with a contract that would 
be steel bound and noncombustible. 

Ali this time Miss Anglin only wanted a 
half dosen words ecribbied on the back of 
an envelope to the effect that she held an 
option on the play. 

Finally it was settled. Everybody politely 
stood to one side, the third act was called, 
and the play went on—on to an awful finish. 
Mr. Dalton forgot his chief speech, Miss 
Anglin stumbled) hopelessly, and out in the 
audience Mr. Moody wept real salt tears, 
while Mrs. Moody patted him off the back 
and the departing sudience looked on sym- 
pathetically.

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The farce, “When Knights Were Bold,” 
which Francis Wilson presented last even- 
ing at Powers, seems a bold and bald pilfer- 
ing of the idea which made the successful 
comedy, The Road to Yesterday,” so de- 
lightful. Of course the idea of having a hero 
or heroine fall asleep at the close of the 
first act, and dream the one or two that fol- 
low, only to waken back to existent condi- 
tions in the ast, was not original with the 
authoresses of “The Road to Yesterday.” 
It has served in many a play, classic as wel! 
as modern, but the shaping of the pte 
farce is so close to that of the recent Pp 
perous comedy that noting the simila 7 
becomes unavoidable. 

Did the farce prove the eqiffl] of the comedy 
there would be little room to complain, but, 
unfortunately, it does not. The material is 
there, but the author impresses as having 
been at sea ag to just how to make the best of 
it, and the er of presentment also hag 
considerable % do with the weak effect pro- 
duced by the performance. 

Mr. Wilson clowns his farce instead of 
playing it with seeming seriousness, and 
the majority of the scenes would gain their 
full effectiveness only by the latter treat- 
ment. But thetricks employed to gain laughs 
for so many seasons in musical comedy will 
not be put aside. They are brought out re- 
peatedly, regardless of their fitness, and 
sometimes without thought as to their being 
in good taste, In the first act Mr. Wilson 
plays the réle of a baron who has been hunt- 
ing and has caught a troublesome coldin the 
head. The using of the muffled consonants 
is, of course, wholly allowable, and is pro- 
ductive of the usual ‘amusement, but the 
noisy sniffie and the gasping with wide open 
mouth and extended tongue in which the 
comedign indulges is, to say the mildest, un- 
easant, 

The climbing over couches and the dancing 
about the stage are Wilsonisms that are 
expected, but the taking of a drink of whisky 
and gargling it audibly in the throat, the 
biting of finger nails and spitting out the 
fragments, the snoring and whistling when 
falling asleep, the deliberate kicking of a 
man and the prodding of him with ea sword, 

and the exhibition indulged in when 


' kissing the serving maid were all so done 


that they are in distinctly bad taste. The 
audience laughed, for the theatergoing pub- 
lic of today will laugh at anything, but 
such stage business seems strangely out 
of place at Powers’ and unworthy of a man 
who aspires to be taken seriously as one who, 
while a funmaker, is earnest in his regard 
for hie profession and the art it employs. 
The farce deals with the young nobleman 
who, thoroughly of the present day in senti- 
ments and ideas, inherits the titles and es- 
tates of a baronetcy and, taking ssion 
of his ancestral castle, restores it, but has 
little sympathy for the worship of genealog- 
ical trees and the early fruit that flourished 
thereon.

Conditions at the local, banks show small 
change. Some are further providing them- 
selves with currency to be able to meet any 
possible exigency between now and the be- 
ginning of the year. The savings banks, or 
rather the largest of them, are paying out 
currency without any reservation. There is 
no desire_on their part to advertise this fact, 
but they feel that it is the proper course for 
them to follow.
